The COVID-19 pandemic has brought global attention to 
systemic racism and other pre-existing inequalities that have 
infected the social, economic and political systems of our 
societies.

e Resilience depends on social cohesion 
Resilient communities and societies depend on social 
cohesion, reflecting both commitments to reducing 
existing disparities and marginalization (social exclusion), 
recognizing diversity and intersectionality, and 
strengthening social ties such as inclusion, participation, 
trust and belonging (social capital). 

* Social cohesion faces compounding risks as 
countries make decisions in the transition from initial 
pandemic phases 
In communities and countries with high levels of social 
cohesion, the initial phases of the pandemic reflected 
numerous examples of mutual aid, virtual gatherings 
and other signs of communities pulling together against 
the common threat. However, as nations began facing 
the pandemic’s political, economic and social 
ramifications, social cohesion began deteriorating 
across all countries — evidenced by systemic injustice; 
widespread protests; resistance against social 
distancing and lockdown measures; and new examples 
of inequalities. Several countries transitioning from the 
pandemic'’s initial emergency phases face significant 
declines in the strength of social relations, trust and 
other forms of social capital keeping their resilience 
intact, which may trigger new flashpoints for 
divisiveness and partisanship in upcoming major 
national elections. 


Making Progress in a Pandemic: Social justice and social 

impact 

* Investing in social capital is essential for building 
post-pandemic resilient societies and achieving the 
Sustainable Development Goals (SDGs) 
Building back better from the pandemic will require in 
new investment and partnerships for restoring social 
cohesion — identifying how new corporate and 
institutional commitments against systemic inequalities 
manifest for the common good, beyond the metrics of 
individual companies and organizations. 


. Defining stakeholder responsibility to social justice and 
social impact: taking action beyond internal metrics 
Several companies and organizations are wrestling with 
intersection of social justice and social impact: 
mission/moral, financial, stakeholder responsibility (beyond 
“D&I”), internal roles (e.g. D&I, CSO, HR), partnerships and 
locus of impact. With future environmental and health 
crises likely on the horizon, how can companies, 
institutions and societies address existing systemic 
inequalities surrounding our public goods and what new 
collective actions must take place to ensure more 
sustainable, fairer collective futures?
